Statement 
On Busing 

I am fundamentally op¬ 
posed to mandatory busing 
of school children imposed 
for the sole purpo.se of 
achieving racial integration 
withryiit the written consent 
of the parents, and I have 
signed as a co-author on 
a recently introduced con¬ 
stitutional amendment to 
forbid this practice. I be¬ 
lieve we should pre.serve as 
nearly as .possible the con¬ 
cept of neighborhood schools 
and that all possible alter¬ 
natives to mandatory bus¬ 
ing as the sole means of 
achieving racial integration 
should be fully provided. 
The expenses of mandatory 
busing to many school dis¬ 
tricts would be prohibitive 
and confiscatory, and I be¬ 
lieve it is imperative that 
every possible educational 
dollar be directed toward 
providing quality education 
for every child in the school 
system regardle.ss of the lo¬ 
cation of the school. 

The proposed constitution¬ 
al amendment will require 
a two-thirds vote by each 
House of the Legislature 
a.nd the signature of the 
Governor. If it is so ap¬ 
proved, it wiii then be plac¬ 
ed on the ballot for the vot¬ 
ers to approve or reject next 
November. This is a matter 
for all of the people of Cal¬ 
ifornia to decide.

The Roman could not woo sleep. The execution of 
those three men the other day had somehow seemed 
more distasteful than most such assignments. He de¬ 
tested that part of his soldiering duties, but a soldier 
he was; and ho had asked to be sent to a far outpost 
away from the dreams of the girl he had loved more 
than life itself, and the child he had hardly learned to 
know before catastrophe had crushed their lives, and 
his heart. 

The dreams he could not escape. It was with him 
tliis night —a dream of terror and agony. And agony 
he had seen on that dismal hill outside the city as three 
men died for crimes he knew little about. It was the 
agony of the one man. however, that disturbed him most, 
for in that agony he saw also an unbelievable acceptance; 
almost joy. Ho didn’t understand all the Aramic words 
the dying man wliisporod or cried out, but several came 
through. “F’orgive them” . . . “Into Thy hands I com¬ 
mend my spirit.” Something very special was in this 
man. 

The Homan dozed, and the dream stayed. But is 
the sun began to t)righten a sky tliat had been storm- 
wracked, tliat dream began to change, to take on a 
warm glow. And suddenly ho saw his wife and child, 
wliole and happy . . . and with them was the man. 

He seemed to hear words lie could understand now 
... “I am the resurrection and the life” . . . “Who be- 
lievesl in me shall have everlasting life.” And for the 
first time the Roman know, with humble Joy, that agony 
had not cruslied his family . . . that the agony of the 
man had given them instead an eternal peace. 

Peace came to him, as well, as instinctively he re- 
peat(!d those words that now had so much meaning, 
“Into Thy hands I commend my spirit.”

The People Must Know! 

The now infamous integration case, decided agains. 
the peoiile of the Los Angeles Unified School District by 
Beverly Hills Superior Judge Alfred Gitelson, was filed 
in lOtiS by Lawyers of the American Civil Liberties Union 
for 12 children 14 years of ago or younger, some as young 
as 5 years old. Eiglit were described as Negroes and four 
of Mexican descent. Alleged parents or guardians of those 
children were described as plaintiff's. Thus the case was 
Ixirn in segregation at the start. 

The decision does not explain why it took from IJb.i 
until 1970 for the case to be decided if the basis for the 
d<-cision was made by the Supreme Court in 1954. Nor 
does the decision disclose how or wliy the minor cliildren 
(lecUlod to sue, or how thoso children found and selected 

th ACLU lawyers to represent them. 

The 103 page decision does not say it was the ACL.U 
who planiK'd, promoted and solicited the case by baratry 
in order lo extort a big fee from the taxpayers, however 
Judge Gitelson awarded the ACLU lawyers $65,000 in 
fees, which if paid will come out of the property tax¬ 
payers hides. How much more tax money the ACLU will 
get from appeals should they win them, no one knows. 
We do know that the taxpayers had to pay for the school 

Ixiard defense lawyers also. , , . , 

It is no legal decision. It is a muddled sociological 
theory without basis in law. An alleged pronouncement of 
a strange mentality. 

Like the prohiibtion law, it carries within itself the 
seeds of its own destruction because it can not and 
will not 1)0 enforced. Government has the duty to see that 
opiiortunity for all is equal, but the government has no 
authority to seek out citizens and shove the government s 
idea of opportunity down their collective throats against 
their will. 

How strange it is that the record do<>s not show 
that any of the paintiff’s ever testified in the case, nor 
said, under oath they were discriminated against. 

The attempt by Judge Gitelson to equate dejure with 
defacto segregation is preposterous. Judicial arrogance, 
however presumptious can not ongrow trees. 

For generations Californians have heavily mortgaged 
themselves in bonds to build schools in their own neigh¬ 
borhoods so that their children could be close by, estab¬ 
lish friends, live in safety and be educated with reasonable 
convenience. They did not hire the government to order 
them to transport their children in all directions oi be 
dratfed as passengers for buses in pursuit of education. 

On the basis of the Gitelson decision, some oUier 
Judge who considers himself a sociological genius might 
hold that citizens do not have the fight to live neai 
where they work, and they too, might have to submit 
to forced transportation to earn a living. 

Perhaps we should require Judges to spend a couple 
of hours a day being bussed along the freeways of realitj.. 
This might teach some Judges “defacto” common .sense.

SENSING THE NEWS 


AROUND THE 

How to curb inflation 
without creating a severe 
recession Is the chief econ¬ 
omic problem facing the 
Nixon- administration. The 
problem is especially diffi¬ 
cult because there is no im¬ 
mediately available means 
of inducing self-restraint on 
the parts of elements that 
contribute to i,nflation. 

Thus far, the administra¬ 
tion has sought to cool the 
economy through tightening 
of credit a.nd other mone¬ 
tary controls. B,ut this al¬ 
ready has produced some¬ 
thing of a crisis in the home 
construction industry. The 
shortage of loan money is 
hitting home builders and 
suppliers. Many savings and 
loan ba,nks are finding that 
depositors are withdraw!,ng 
funds to put their money 
into federal notes that pro¬ 
duce a high, short-term 
profit. 

The cooling also has had 
hurtful effect on the auto¬ 
motive Indu.stry. One of the 
biggest auto manufacturers 
has had to order substantial 
lavoffs at a number of 
plants. The demand for .new 
automobiles appears to be 
down, with no sign of im¬ 
provement in sight. 

The Nixon administration 
fee's that .some success has 
been- achieved in slowing 
inflation, hut the price of 
making gains is very high. 
And even the slowdowns 
and cutbacks i.n the econ¬ 
omy don’t seem to have an.v 
special effect on the wage 
spiral. 

The cou.ntry’s economic- 
problems may prove insolu¬ 
ble unless re.strai.nt is devel¬ 
oped with re.spect to wage 
demands. One of the reas¬ 
ons many companies are 
fpelir',g a pinch — and are 
reluctant to expa.nd facili¬ 
ties — is that they have 
been' faced with rapidly 
mounting wage co.sts in the 
la.st few years. Wages in the 
United States soared- In the 
1960s. but productivity did 
not keep pace. This is an 
ominous development. 

Wage incTeases are ac¬ 
ceptable when there is a 
rise in real productivity. For 
a time, productivity was 
movi.n-g upward rapidly, 
making possible higher 
wage scales. But the last 
few years have seen wage 
concessions obtained which 
have no sound relation to 
productivity per employe, 

America,ns should he 
deeply concerned about this, 
for the root of Britai.n’s post¬ 
war economic deterioration 
was the gap between wages 
and productivity. British un-

quent increases, with the 
support of the Laborite gov¬ 
ernment, but the productiv¬ 
ity of British workers was 
not on a par with the pro¬ 
ductivity of workers in Ger¬ 
many and Japan, for in¬ 
stance. Th,us British goods 
have frequently failed to 
penetrate new markets or 
have lost ac-ceptance In- es¬ 
tablished markets — all be¬ 
cause they are overpriced. 

American goods are vul¬ 
nerable to the same da.nger, 
and not simply in overseas 
markets. The United States 
has a huge domestic mar¬ 
ket. but ma,ny goods seem 
to be losing ground in this 
vital market because they 
ate overpriced through the 
operation of i.nflation. 

High labor costs are a 
me.nace to America’s econ¬ 
omic future. The U. S. mer¬ 
chant marine is dying be¬ 
cause American shipowners 
ca.n’t afford to operate ves¬ 
sels at the rate of pay de- 
manred by maritime unions. 
European automobile mak¬ 
ers have a substa.ntial part 
of the American car-buying 
market, and not because 
European designs are -better 
— but because European 
prices on ma.ny vehicles are 
more in line with what pros¬ 
pective car purcha.sers can 
afford. It is noteworthy that 
the wage scale In- the auto¬ 
motive Indu.stry is above 
$5.00 an hour, whereas in 
West Germany it is $2.20. 

Indu.strial workers in the 
United States are determin¬ 
ed not to drop down to the 
scale In Germany, let us 
say.

tor Evans has made no en¬ 
dorsements at the pre.sent 
time; or is it that he is as¬ 
suming that he cannot come 
up to the sta,ndards of Edi¬ 
tor Evans, in that Editor 
EN'ans stands firmly on the 
rule that he will endorse 
only tho.se candidates that, 
in his determination, come 
the closest to giving the 
people “Good Government, 
properl.v admini.strated.” 

Candidate Beissw i n g e r 
then draws his co-candi¬ 
dates into the picture by 
stating that all of them are 
pledged to "Lay the facts on 
the Table.” And then his 
next naragraph under P.S. 
he talks about the incum¬ 
bent City Council voting 
themselves a .salary of .$17.5 
per month. Had Ca.ndidate 
Bei.sswinger taken the time 
to look at Ordinance No. 825 
passed on August 27, 1968 
he would have found that 
it was not S175. but $1,50. so 
with this quote of figures it 
naturally brings us to the 
thinking ... We wonder — 
if the rest of his figures 
show the same fa'acies, but 
before we go into that, lot’s 
take some of Candidate 
Beisswinger’s facts off the 
table and examine them . . 

In 1968 the St.ate Legis¬ 
lature of the State of Cali¬ 
fornia said that it was legal 
for City Councils to pa.ss 
Ordinances to pay them¬ 
selves a salarv’. The present 
Council merely voted the 
Ordinance in ea.se the NEW 
Council of 1970 wanted to 
do so. Mavor Ralph R. Rnie, 
.apd Councilman Rudolnh 
voted against this Ordin¬ 
ance. Councilman Niekoloff 
is not running for election, 
therefore the onlv ones as¬ 
sured of TAKING the com- 
pen.sation wrwild be Council- 
men Rudolph and Simons. 
Up to this point the as¬ 
sumption is that the newly 
elected Coiuncilmen will 
take it. At this point, no 
one has said they would 
take it or reject it. 

First Quote of the letter: 
The City Council did set 
aside the referendum peti¬ 
tion, hut Mavor Rule, and 
Councilman Rudolph voted 
No. This leaves one Council¬ 
man left on the Council and 
one runninnr that was in¬ 
volved, no other Candidates 
were involved. 

Second Quote: The true 
status of the City’s finan¬ 
cial condition was reported 
in the Sierra Madre News 
on March 12, and honestly 
presented' by the Finance 
Officer to the Citv Council. 

Third Quote: The incum¬ 
bent Council certainly dem¬ 
onstrates consistency and 
wisdom in planning. With 
the money they have avail¬ 
able they have plans galore 
for the future betterment of 
our city, and during the 


past two years have made 
great strides in equipment, 
personnel, lan'd and build¬ 
ings. If they can do as well 
in the next two years. Sierra 
Madre will have very few 
problems. 

Fourth quote: Sure the 
entire profits of the depart¬ 
ment are used to keep the 
system in as reasonable 
state of repair as po-ssible 
with the money available, 
and .still pay its fair share 
of admini.stration costs, re¬ 
pair costs of equipment, 
gasoline and office supplies. 

Fifth Quote: A master 
plan is in' progress through 
Lampman and A.ssociatcs, 
and will ho finished as soon 
as possible. 

Sixth quote: This City 
Council has consisten 11 y 
looked 10 years into the fu¬ 
ture in the planning of 
ma.ny activities for future 
expansion. 

Seventh quote: Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, as far as the City Gov¬ 
ernment is concerned, is in 
better shape than they have 
been for m.any, many years. 
True, cash is about $200,000 
low, but you cannot build, 
buy land', repair water serv¬ 
ices for nothing, and this is 
where the money has been 
spent. 

So, coming to the conclu¬ 
sion that Candidate Beis¬ 
swinger making a mistake 
in Councilman’s salaries, vve 
felt sure that the rest of his 
figures were subject to in- 
ve.stigation, for we have 
found in life that some 
people take “hoansay” and 
quote them as facts. 

We are speaking about 
the figures on the water de¬ 
partment, which Candidate 
Beisswinger has admitted 
are not his figures, Irjt 
someone elses hccau.se he 
said “I quote” and then 
placed the entire remarks 
within quotations. We know 
that Campaign Ma.nager 
Councilman Rudolph called 
for the figures several 
months ago, but instead of 
bringing to the Council’s 
attention a discreponcy, so 
it could be explained, he 
allowed C.andidate B e i s - 
swin'ger to stumble over the 
matter. 

The figures quoted are 
right, at least they are right 
as to the figures reporter by 
the City to the Water Mas¬ 
ter, and the figures of sold 
water are the ones that the 
Water Department furnished 
Councilma.n Rudolph; but 
what Councilman Rudolph 
did not know, and d'id not 
tell Candidate Beisswinger 
is that all parks, city build¬ 
ings and such ARE MET¬ 
ERED and this did show in 
the report. ’Die only water 
used, but not metered or 
shown is the water used by 
the Fire Department or from 
fire hydrants, such as street 


sweeper, and the over run of 
the re.servoir at Mira Monte. 

Normal water dep a r t - 
ments allows 7 per cent for 
lost water; Sierra Madre 
has shown that some years 
they run le.ss loss and other 
years more; but 7 per cent 
would be 7,464,197 cubic 
feet in.stead of 1-million, .not 
quite lialf of the unacc-oant- 
ablc water. 

The final explanation is 
that in June of 1969 the end 
of the fi.scal year talked 
about, a change in billing 
was accomplished by the 
city ail'd halt of the City 
received only one .half of 
their billing, and here is 
where the true picture i s 
had. Junc-July is normally 
a period of heavy water us¬ 
age generally accounting 
for $60 to $64 thou.sand Ir. 
water sales; thus halt of the 
town, h.alf of billing would 
show a deficiency of ap¬ 
proximately $16,000, so add 
up the unsold usage and 
the billing delay and you 
come up with $.39,000 of the 
accused $46,000 shortage. 

To account for the re¬ 
maining $7,000 of declared 
shortages we say: meters on 
wells and tun.nels for pro¬ 
duction reports to DWR 
Watermaster are in effect 
read on the last day of the 
months. Meters for re.sidence 
a.nd commercial establish¬ 
ments are read from the 12 
to the 17 of the month; thus 
production a.nd consump¬ 
tion readings are as much 
as 15 days sejDarated, this, 
plus allowing for errors In- 
meter readers missing me¬ 
ters, and mis-readings that 
are caught up later would 
easily account for the miss¬ 
ing amounts of .$7,000. All 
water departments have an 
unaccounted lo.ss. The City 
of Pasadena reports that 
their variance between re¬ 
ported production and con¬ 
sumption runs arou.nd 8..5 
per cent. 

So you see, this is the ex¬ 
planation that can be 
backed up by TRUE FACTS, 
at the City Hall, and we arc 
.now fearful that Candidate 
Bei.s.swi.ngor has not only 
stubbed his toe, fallen and

I know of no problems in , 
the integrated junior col- , 
legos or four-year colleges i 
because of having students ] 
from neighborhood .schools; 
•but there are problems of , 
students not being ade- , 
quately prepared', causing • 
the .need for many courses . 
in remedial reading and 
math. The best solution, it 
would seem, would be to 
see that all .students of all 
races have the fi.nest oppor¬ 
tunity to achieve and to 
succeed. We .need to assure 
this opportunity. We should 
all cooperate in building in 
each student responsible 
citizenship which is so 
necessary in preserving our 
unique system of a free so¬ 
ciety. 

In the debates in Congress 
before the Civil Rights Bill 
was passed, many questions 
were asked about busing. In 
every Instance the answer 
was that in no case would 
comnulsory busing be in¬ 
volved in the Civil Rights 
Act. Secretary Robert Finch 
has given the same answer. 
The Star-News, February 5, 
1970, page one, reported that 
Superior Court Judge George 
A. Lazar (in the San Diego 
schools case) declared 
"there is no constitutional 
requirement to right imbal¬ 
ance in schools when it was 
not brought on intentional¬ 
ly.” 

I am sure the people i.n 
Congress responsible for 
making our laws have made 
the inte.nt clear as to the 
law. Also the man who is 
in charge of H.E.W. has re¬ 
inforced the same intent of 
the law, and the statement 
by Superior Court Judge 
George Lazar is in agree¬ 
ment. 

Pasadena and Sierra Ma¬ 
dre are great cities with a 
won'derful history, and 
much of this is because of 
the character and quality of 
the people who live here. 
But one thing is sure and 
proven in the past — the 
people are a fine proud peo¬ 
ple and they don’t like to 
be pushed around by any 
group of crusaders, includ¬ 
ing any one judge. 

Let’s decide to do all we 
can to Improve education in 
Pasadena and Sierra Madre. 
Let’s constantly favor any¬ 
thing that will Improve edu¬ 
cation and oppose anythi.ng 
that will cause deterioration 
of education for our chil¬ 
dren.
